Accelerated conversion of Cuba into a Soviet 
base has touched off a fresh wave of activity by 
anti-Castro Cubans. 
Their protest against enslavement is carried 
forth even though every wall in Cuba now has 
ears, and drumhead justice abounds on the 
island. Such courage in the face of overwhelm­ 
ing might and repression merits the admiration 
of free people. 
The anti-Castro weakness, however, lies in 
fragmentation. The hastily devised unity coun­ 
cil that preceded the 1961 invasion effort failed 
to survive the fiasco. Central to its failure were 
broken 
communications with 
the anti-Castro 
underground inside Cuba. 
The acknowledged leader of this force at 
the time was Manuel Ray. Yet of all in the rul­ 
ing council he was least consulted. 
It is understandable, then, that Manuel Ray 
should retain little confidence in future attempts 
to liberate Cuba by amphibious assault. He 
chooses instead to rely on “a war inside Cuba 
fought by Cubans.” The prospects of such a 
venture against Soviet-supplied armor and rock­ 
ets are dubious at best. Manuel Ray also seems 
to place illusory hopes on wholesale defection 
in Castro’s armed militia. 
Nevertheless, by their devotion to their 
country's freedom, Manuel Ray and his follow­ 
ers have proved worthy of attention and respect. 
Of paramount concern now is the establishment 
of unity among Cuban patriots at home and 
abroad.

Mississippi 


G reat issues m ay seem to appear with suddenness 
but they generally prepare for decades or even cen­ 
turies. The rioting and bloodshed over the registration 
of Jam es M eredith, a Negro, in the U niversity of 
Mississippi, will solve no A m erican and no universal 
problem. 
At issue Is a Constitutional question. The issue is 
the irreconcilability between the Tenth and the F our­ 
teenth A m endm ents to the Constitution. 
The Tenth 
Amendment withholds from the Federal G overnm ent 
m any of the responsibilities and authorities which m ost 
A m ericans of tins generation assum e are within its 
scope: the Fourteenth A m endm ent, passed after the 
^ Civil W ar, is really a developm ent of the Fifth Amend- 
0 I Dent, and deals with tho rights of citizens, grants to 
the 
Federal 
Governm ent 
some 
responsibilities 
and 
authorities which 
the 
Tenth 
Amendment 
withholds 
from it. 


The Tenth Amendment reads: 
“The powers not delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
States, are reserved to the States respectively, or 
to the people." 
The Fourteenth Amendment reads: 
“ All persons horn or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are 
citizens of the United States and of the State where­ 
in they residr. 
No State shall make or enforce 
any law which shall abridge the privileges or im­ 
munities of citizens of the United States; nor shall 
any State deprive any person of life, liberty, or 
property, without due process of law; nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the equal pro­ 
tection of the law s.” 


The Governor of Mississippi functioned under the 
Tenth A m endm ent; the President of the United States 
under the Fourteenth. 
This conflict has not been 
resolved by tile Mississippi incident; it has been inten­ 
sified. For som e areas of the South still live with the 
m em ory of the Civil War and the Reconstruction Period 
when they were. at tim es, actually governed by Negroes. 
Race prejudice is an unsolvable hum an problem . 
It exists everyw here. It is even practiced subconscious­ 
ly by those who regard it as im m oral, particularly 
in the m atter of interm arriage. 
It is an em otional 
response to difference, to disunity within the fam ily, 
to social stature, to local acceptability. Jn som e areas, 
its roots are in 
history and tradition, 
in others it is 
the absurd attitude of those who seek to avoid un­ 
pleasant competition 
But at the core of the problem 
is alw ays interm arriage 
This does not apply to Negroes alone. I w itnessed 
it in old China, where northern Chinese resented south­ 
ern Chinese 
the Hans v the V angs'. 
It existed for 
centuries among Jew s as Sc ph a rd im regarded them ­ 
selves. without 
historic justification, as superior to 
A sh k en a zi. 
It 
exists in H arlem where West Indian 
Negroes regard them selves as superior to deep-South 
Negroes. 
This sense1 of status will not be elim inated from 
tho hum an subconsciousness by Constitutional Amend­ 
m ents. Vets of Legislature, or the use of power by a 
President 
It is a problem in education and therefore 
its correction m ust l>e gradual. 
How long is gradual’’ 
Anti-Semiti>m has existed since the M accabees. 
There have l>een nation.- which accepted one type 
of racial m ixture but rejected another. 
For instance, 
the Portuguese since the days of Henry the N avigator 
<1394-1400 
accepted Negroes as equal hum an beings, 
provided they becam e Roman Catholics. Spam, which 
could persecute the Jew s and the Moors, freely inter­ 
married with Indians in the New World 
On the other 
hand, Hindus and Moslems have rem ained prejudiced 
aga n d each other throughout m odem Indian history 
and 
are 
so today. 
In 
fact, 
the 
whole of 
Indian 
socio'ogy is based on prejudice, nam ely, the caste 
system. 


One does not need to justify what exists. It is 
only necessary Jo understand it. 
0 
The role of the \m eriran Ncuro is indeed dif­ 
ficult and unfortunate. Except for a few who have 
become scholars or entertainers, most Negroes do 
not have equality of opportunity which is the social 
concomitant of the Capitalist System. Thousands of 
Negroes pass as whites every year. 


There are exceptions like Booker T 
W ashington, 
George W ashington C arver, Ralph Bunche and so on. 
But the exceptions only prove that the status of the 
Negro is unequal. 
The answ er to the problem is education. The fact 
is that the Negro that is kept in ignorance and squalor 
rem ains a burdon on the entire population, New York. 
which can produce m any Negroes capable of serving 
in the highest positions, also can show the most abject 
poverty and m iserable living in Hs Negro population.

What started the nouvelle vague 
craze in French motion pictures 
was not so much what it had — 
nam ely, youth, love, and ideas — 
but what it didn’t have — nam ely, 
money, stars, and frequently even 
sets, or scripts. 
Many of the earliest nouvelle 
vague m ovies w ere shot in real 
streets and real restaurants, not 
so much because those w ere the 
best places to shoot them , but 
because the director and producer 
frequently the sam e guy, had no 
dough to shoot them elsewhere. 
All these lacks added im m easure- 
ably to the early nouvelle vague 
film s a quality of truth and au­ 
thenticity and. above all, a sort of 
breathless living quality. Possibly 
the m ost fam ed of the nouvelle 
vague films w as nam ed "B reath ­ 
less" 
and 
it 
had that 
sort of 
caught-in-the-act, 
goew hat-are- 
they-going to-do-next? feeling. 
Poverty w as not there by design 
but by accident. The m om ent the 
nouvelle vague directors got suc­ 
cessful. they too were burdened 
with money, with stars, with bank­

A ctually the various film groups 
and French film clubs have dif­ 
ferent gods, but a few nam es run 
through all of them . The C ahiers 
du C inem a, one of the earliest of 


the cinema lovers, worshipped at 
the shrine of Jean Renoir, R o­ 
berto Rosselini, and Alfred Hitch­ 
cock 
The Macmahon. which is 
the current avant-garde cinem a 
club, worships such directors a* 
Raoul Walsh, Fritz Lang, Otto 
Preminger, 
and 
Joseph 
Losey. 
Losey, an obscure American di­ 
rector, has made an enormous 
splash in foreign avant-garde cir­ 
cles, in Fngland as well as here. 
Wliile the nouvelle vague start­ 
ed here, the French feel it is 
spreading to other countries and 
they carefully watch the work of 
such directors as the American 
John 
Cassavetes, 
whose 
"Sha­ 
dows" was much admired, Karal 
Reisz, whose "Saturday Night and 
Sunday Morning” exemplified the 
French nouvelle vague attitudes 
towards sex and the rat race of 
life, and also the American Les­ 
lie Stevens John Frankenheimer 
w as felt to be part of the group, 
but the French feel he has aban­ 
doned them and is turning out 
old-fashioned, big-budget picture* 
with stars and all the lights on.
